This evidence should then be kept 
by the farmer until it is requested 
later this year, when community 
committeemen check the extent of 
performance on his farm and de­ 
termine his eligibility for a grant. 
A statement of proof should con­ 
tain

the township or other minor civil 
division; (2) The number of the 
work sheet which has been filled 
out on the farm; (3) receipts for 
the purchase of any seed or ma­ 
terial applied; (4) proof
